The body of Walter alius "Pete" Duvall, the
colored bootblack who died from the effects of
blows on the head alleged to hare been In¬
flicted by Patrick Barke, bartender at Ward's
saloon, corner of 7th and L streets, as pub¬
lished in yesterday's Stab, was kept in an ice-
boi at the morgue last night. Sandy Ford, a
colored man employed in the Aloon, and
another negro named Win. Warren were ar¬
rested yesterday afternoon and locked up as
United States witnesses. Policeman Mooney
of the sixth precinct was at Mrs. Duvall's house
yesterday before the boy died. The officer, being
aware of the fact that the lad was dying, took
his ante-mortem statement, which was sub¬
stantially the Sitme as published in yesterday's
Stab. In telling the officer of the'trouble he
said that "Heil-headed Jim, the bartender "

struck him.

DEATH CAVSEO BY THE BLOWS.
The depnty coroner. Dr. Schaeffer. testified

that be made an examination of the dead boy's
body yesterday and found a large open wound
extending from near the center line of the head
to a point about 4 inches above the left ear
The wound was about 1* inches in length!There was another smaller wound of the scalp
aiul there was another wound between the
eyes. There was considerable congested blood
under the scalp. There was no fracture or de¬
pression of the skull. The brain on the rightside shosred blood clots under the membrane.
Ihe heart and stomach were healthv The
wounds on the head were such as made with a
blunt instrument. Death was the result of the
injuries to the brain.

The son hAd barely commenced to streak the
¦ky with the lighter gray tint* when Camp
Ordway awoke yecterday. The earlieat riaera
were the member* |of troop A.the blue-and-
yellow-clsd cavalry bova. For a couple of hoars
they were hard at work cleaning their horse*
and packing op baggage. It waa a busy time,
and the men'* ingenuity wa* taxed to the utmost
to find room for the odda -rod ends they wanted
to carry away. Breakfast waa the next num¬
ber on the program, but the troops did not godown to the fort until all the preparations for
the march waa complete. But little time was
consumed in wrestling with the haah, which
waa the major portion of the breakfast. Home
ate it and some did not, and when the last matt
had finished the troop was formed in the
fort parade ground and ordered down to
the river to water the horses. Back
¦gain, past the fort, the sentries and the
loungers on the drawbridge, paat the tents of
the exterior guard and up to the cunteen,where there waa a five-minute halt. The in¬
fantry, who were, of course, going to the cityby boat, looked curiously on those who were

Itoing to dare the dangers of an overland
ourner, and even some of the artillerymenSrho went down by the road, but went back on
e boat) seemed to be Just as well satisfied at

the arrangement as it was; they realized that it
was a hard road to travel. In order that some¬
thing authentic might be written about the
road (which will be vastly improved by next
encampment) and to the end that Washington-ians might know how their mounted Bolaier*
behave on the march, a Stab reporter accom¬
panied the pilgrim* from the time they broke
camp and went to breakfast until Lieut. Bar¬
bour dismounted the troop in front of its ar¬
mory yesterday evening. It was a very pleas¬
ant trip through a rather picturesque regionin the company of gentlemen.altogether a
most enjoyable experience.

The bands of Lieut Barbour's watch pointed

to the hour of 8 when the order was given
which wheeled the horses with their heads
northward and homeward. Everybody turned
out to see the troops start. In front of his of¬
fice stood Capt. Parmenter. quartermaster of
the second regiment, acting quartermaster
general of the camp, and one of the busiest
and most efficient of Qen. Ordway'* many effi¬
cient aids. He waved his cap in farewell to the
boy* and they passed on up the muddy road.
All through the camp of the first regiment they
were cheered heartily, and the veterans of the
third battalion pointed proudly to a fir tree
which they had decorated a la Christmas time.
Walking along as closely as possible to the
fence, «> as to avoid the mud, was Gen. Ord¬
way, and as soon as he was seen a succession of
spontaneous ctieers went up for the command¬
ing officer. The second regiment wa*j quiteenthusiastic In its farewell, but its cheer* were
neither as loud nor as lasting as those of the
colored battalion. Each salute was respondedto in kind by the cavalry, who, with the yellsof their infantry comrades still ringing in their
ears,

PLUSOED INTO TBI DEPTHS OP THE P0BE8T
which is on that portion of the reservation.
The roadway here was narrow and the heavy
growth of timber met overhead in an arch
of natural beauty. It was decidedly incon¬
venient, however, to have so many branches
sticking out into the road Just where thev
would strike the face* of mounted men. The
mud, too, was deep in this vicinity exceptwhere it had been all washed away, leaviugnothing behind but big pebbles and a lot of
fine sand and gravel. Occasionally there were
washouts which had destroyed the'entire width
of the road for several hundred feet, and when
one of these places became visible the order
'.right by files" was given and the thirty-two
men and horses would string out in such a longline that it would be seven minutes passiug a
given point. In more than one instance the
regular road was forsaken and a route taken
through somebody's farm. The first farm thus
invaded was one which had been visited byforagers during the encampment, and "a
loud warning cry went up from several
to one of the ringleaders, informinghim'that ' "there was that hen's husband"
when a big rooster was seen perched on the
top of a covered wagon. For some distance
the route led through peach orchards, but no
one ate any of the fruit.it was too green; it
did, however, make good ammunition, and for
the next five minutes Sergt. Mitchell and
Trooper Hpringmaun tried in vain to dodge the
flying missiles which loving hands in the rear
had gathered for that purpose.

THE PIBST HALT.
A number of washouts were encountered up

to 8:45. at which time the troop dismounted to
adjust saddles and to give the horses a little re¬
lief. The air was very pleasant, as indeed it
had been all the morning, and everybody felt
as though they were enjoying themselves.
Sergt. bergnsson insisted that there was no
necessity for his dismounting, but he did come
down at last and had, what ne most feared, a
good deal of trouble in clambering back again
over the bric-a-brac with which the saddle had
been loaded. .

THE FABMER AND HIS SHEEP.
There was a good deal of promiscuous shoot¬

ing done by those who had cartridges, but the
great majority of the charges were only blanks.
At least one farmer on the road was not aware
of the harmless nature of the charges. He was
standing on his porch, surrounded by bis
family, when some one of the troopers yelled
out, apparently to another trooper: "Don't
shoot that sheep, McElhone; don't do it." liut
McKlhone was intent, to all appearances, on
smiling blood of some sort and. to the alarm of
the agriculturist and his interesting family, he
leveled his carbine and fired directly at a veryfine Southdown ewe which was about 200 yards
away.

'.I hit her," yelled the marksman, and then
when the farmer, followed by all his house¬
hold. rushed around the barn to take a last
fond look at the supposedly-expiring animal
some of the boys were cruel enough to laugh.Two or three of the farmer's little ones abused
the cavalry pretty roundly for the cruel decep¬tion which cad been practiced: they seemed to
be disappointed because the sheep was not shot.

THSOCOH BCD AND WATBB.
Two or three very old farm houses were ad¬

mired for their roominess, antiquity and pleas¬
ant situations, and passing attention wus be¬
stowed upon a pile of ancient brick, which
bear* the title of St. John * church. Near
here there were a couple of ox teams on the
road, and all around there were evidences of
much that i* now regarded as primitive. In
this vicinity were a couple of long stretches of
water, which in places was so deep that the
boots of the riders skimmed along on the sur¬
face. Here, as in all places where there was
more than three or four inches of water, car¬
bines were carried on the riders' right thighs,and what with the water beneath and the tree
branches brushing in the men's eyes he was a
lucky man who got through without any seri¬
ous damage. Trooper 1'age met with disaster
in one of the pools, llis horse became restive
and a curbktrap broke. The trooper's eve-
glasses and helmet fell off into the water. The
helmet was recovered by Sergt. Forsborg, who
icked it up on hi* saber point and prodded a
oie clear through it The glasses lie in the
muddy bed of the stream, there to remain until
the coming of the dav when a river and harbor
»ppropriailCsi may dredge out the slime and
find the a*siltant optics.
